How many times have we seen some 
poor, b ewildered fellow flu ng off a rail­ 
way train neck and crop, several miles 
ou t of town, b ecau se the condu ctor con­ 
clu ded tha t there was something wrong 
with his ticket. 
The condu ctor on these occasions ha." 
always acted in an irritatingly au to­ 
cratic manner. Many of them b ave re 
fu sed to listen to explanations or state­ 
ments. 
The Rock Island Railway company 
has issu ed instru ctions to a.l its con 
du otors tha t hereafter no person is to 
b e pu t oiT a train on accou nt of defect­ 
ive transportation or for other reasons 
where there is the slightest dou b t in 
favor of the passenger or u ntil the 
trainmen have received ejectment or­ 
ders from the execu tive officers in 
charge in Chicago. 
W hen a forged or mu tilated ticket or 
pass is fou nd the condu ctor is to take 
u p the same au d wire for instru ctions 
Of cou rse, the order does not cover 
tramps stealing rides nor other cases 
of flagrant deception, b u t it will pro­ 
tect passenger who wou ld u nder ordin­ 
ary circu mstances b e su b ject to eject­ 
ment. 
“ T ha t ’s the most sensib le order I 
ever heard of a railroad issu ing,” was 
the comment of a 
veteran 
traveler. 
T here is altogether too mu ch promis- 
cou s ejectment from railroad trams. 
P u ttin g someb ody ofT seems to b e the 
thou ght ever u ppermost in the average 
condu ctor’s mind. 
Of cou rse, his posi­ 
tion is trying. 
He is b etween two fi es 
and it is not su rprising that he some­ 
times lands on the wrong side. 
“ There are persons al ways scheming 
to work u p a lawsu it against a railroad 
company. 
They b oard trains for the 
sole pu rpose of b eing pu t off in order to 
b ring su it. 
Bu t there are also many 
legitimate cases of mistake. 
Persons 
who travel little and are u nfamiliar 
with the ru les governing the u se of 
tickets b oard trains with expired tick­ 
ets and are made to pay fu ll fare or 
su ffer ejectment. The Rock Island has 
set a good example in this matter and 
one that ou ght to b e emu lated b y every 
road in the cou ntry.” 
Thu order of the Rock island is vol­ 
u ntary.—Geneseo News.
